Do you have an idea that will increase 
SP capacity to handle the overwhelming 
volume of passenger traffic by getting 
greater use out of existing ticket offices, 
coaches, Pulfmans or other equipment? 

Do you have an idea that will improve 
the operation of your own job?

There's the idea just put’ into ‘effect 
that SP coach'space be reserved in ad- 
vance :to Correct “the ‘overcrowding of 
trains. “It's ew and:novel. In a number 
of ‘ticket offices; too, counters ‘have been 
rearranged .and wickets ‘installed so as 
to increase efficiency and: expedite the 
orderly flow of patrons. At-SF there was 
installed a special ticket booth to handle 
heavy Peninsula traffic so the:main office 
could concentrate on mainline and mili- 
tary traffic. 

There's the idea of District Car Service 
Agent J. E. Whalley of Eugene for a 
horizontal airjack to space and block flat 
cats in rigid pairs, triples or quads to 
handle unusual lengths of Oregon piling 
that has cut car preparation time required 
in half. He conceived the airjack as a 
substitute for manually-operated track 
jacks. The older method represented the 
expenditure of much time and manpower 
and delay to flat cars. 

Flat cars switched into pairs and triples 
require practically all slack to be taken 
out of draft gears {coupler assembly 
complete) and for steel blocks to be 
fastened behind coupler heads so that the 
several flat cars coupled together become 
one rigid unit. Only a small amount of 
slack remains between coupler knuckles 
which permits cars to negotiate curves. 

The idea for his horizontal airjack 
came to Whalley during a visit to the 
Eugene Yards. Then he conferred with 
Master Car Repairer W. B. Medill, Eu- 
gene, and Car Foreman W. H. Mc 
Allister, Ashland. McAilister built the 
first working model and Medill shortly 
afterward produced another. Now, in- 
stead of an hour's operation for two men 
to block each unit, the aitjack’s use cuts 
the time in half, 

There's the idea that came to Charles 
Walls, genl. foreman of blacksmiths, 
Sacramento, for a better method of maau- 
facturing brake shoes that has resulted in 
improved production and savings esti- 
mated at approximately $4800 yearly as 
well as savings of critical materials, 

Walls’ idea was to increase the length 
of the slot in the brake shoe back from 
2%” to 234” and to use the 234” piece 
removed to make the clip formerly made 
from purchased 3/16” x 1” steel bars. 
By making the Clip from the waste 
punching instead of from new bars, sav- 
ings have resulted in cost of the new bars, 
and labor costs to shear to length. Ma- 
terial now used for clips but formerly 
scrapped will total 156,000 pounds yearly, 

There's the idea of Wayne Ramsey, 
reclamation and welding foreman, Sac- 
ramento General Stores, for increased 
teclamation of war-vital zinc from used 
batteries—now the only source of zinc 
supply for SP. Ramsey's idea was to 
“adapt the hammermill, used to crush fire- 

brick, to the zinc reclaiming process, 
‘The -hammermill rips open the ‘zinc

was the subject of 
an address by R. D. 
Rodenberger, Oak- 
land city freight 
agent for SP, before 
a group of Iumber- 
men in Oakland, 
May 14, The lum- 
bermen met at of- 
fices of the Wood 
Products Co., which 
R.D. Rodenberger fem thought so well 
of its importance that the talk was re- 
produced for wide distribution. 

Rodenberger's talk was along lines of 
action being taken by the railroads, 
Shippers’ Advisory Boards and other or- 
ganizations of shippers and_trafficmen 
over the nation, in campaigns growing 
out of recent ICC conferences, “Save an- 
other car day” is the slogan that seeks to 
attain (1) reduction of the turn-around 
time of cars by the railroad; (2) more 
efficient use of equipment by shippers; 
(3) more intensive efforts toward car 
eficiency by the Army, Navy and other 
government agencies. 

Rodenherger said in part: “The abil- 
ity of the railroads to do their job of 
transporting the immense tonnage cre- 
ated by the war effort is dependent in 
no small measure upon the cooperation 
of the shippers and receivers of carload 


covering and breaks up the carbon. The 
twisted zinc pieces and crushed carbon 
are then run through a tumbler and the 
carbon falls to the ground through the 
perforations while the zinc remains be- 
hind. Four hundred pounds are produced 
daily by Ramsey's method against 100 
pounds by the former method of using 
an iron ball to break up the carbon and 
water to float it off, 

There's the idea of John L. Thompson, 
“A” helper at No. 1 Store, Sagramento, 
for a cart for handling of carboys of acid 
that makes the operation safer and an- 
other that resulted in speedier car toading. 

There's the idea of C. C. Cross, Eugene 
casman, for a catriage for mounted wheels 
that has simplified handling. 

There’s the idea back of the now 
familiar box Junches on trains to help 
relieve the jampacked dining cars. 

And so it goes, Just somebody's ideas, 
all. So let SP have yours, please.

freight in loading and unloading ‘cars and 
the prompt release. of ‘equipment. 

“When more cars:are consigned to an 
individual receiver than he is able to ac- 
cept on his tracks for ‘unloading, or where 
catload shipments are made to him be- 
yond the physical capacity of his plant 
or Jabor to handle, that receiver should 
take immediate corrective steps. That 
can be accomplished by stopping further 
shipment of cars at source until the sit- 
uation is cleared or by sending cars on 
hand or diverting cars in transit to a 
point where prompt unloading can be 
done. His failure to take this type of 
action means that all cars which cannot 
be placed upon his industry spur must 
be held in the railroad yards, 

“We, as carriers, have been definitely 
put on notice that we must keep our 
lines and terminals absolutely fluid; 
that we must be in position to accept any 
and al! shipments of essential war mate- 
tials and supplies whenever offered. It 
must he assumed that when our war 
effort in the Pacific is intensified, the 
facilities of the Pacific Coast rail lines 
will be taxed to their capacity. 

“Aside from the factor of congestion 
is the one of car supply. Car detention 
is the immediate cause of car shortages. 
The rail lines are carrying tonnage of 
uaprecedented proportions with fewer 
locomotives and Jess cars than during the 
war years of 1917 and 1918. We know 
what happened then to the available car 
supply. We cannot allow a similar con. 
dition to develop. We have made great 
strides in providing better motive power 
and [arger cars. . Long before Pearl 
Harbor studies were made and plans for- 
mulated to take care of the transporta- 
tion needs should we hecome engaged in 
a Pacific war. What could not be fore- 
seen was the effect of total war on trans- 
portation, industry and labor. 

"If every shipper could and would 
load or unload and release every car the 
first day we would bave an ideal situa- 
tion, We would then have all cars im- 
mediately available for reuse. When cars 
are held for two days the car supply is 
cut in half. When held three days we 
have only one-third of our cars available 
for loading. And so it goes. What the 
‘A. B.C. Co.’ does at its plant in this con. 
nection has a direct effect upon the situ- 
ation at the "X. Y. Z. Co.’ factory and 
its ability to produce. Figuratively, many 
of these plants are ‘up to their ears’ in 
war work. It is our collective job to see 
that they keep operating at full capacity. 
It is up to us to see that all military 
movements are handled with dispatch. 

“Frankly, we .of the Southern Pacific 
family are determined that everything 
within our power-will be done ‘to’ pre- 
vent needless car detention and the resul- 
tant congestion: It is’ our “obligation:to 
the industries.and war plants we serve,

Future of the West 


s¢QQOUTHERN PACIFIC showed 

its faith in the West long ago 
by providing transportation facilities 
in advance of the West's settlement 
and development. There has been no 
lessening of that faith.” 

So declared President A. T. Mer- 
cier recently in answering an indus- 
trial writer's question: “Will the 
West continue to grow and will it 
be able to consolidate its industrial 
gains?” 

“Our big job now is winning the 
war,” continued Mr. Mercier. "After 
the war, Western development will 
probably be stimulated by such in- 
creases of population as may come 
through wartime workers from the 
East remaining here permanently, 
This should mean a greater perma- 
nent labor supply and an enlarged 
neatby market for Western products. 
There is a prospect, also, that part at 
least of Western wartime industrial 
facilities may be converted into per- 
manent Western activities. Another 
factor in the post war growth-of the 
West would be the development on a 
large scale of our trans-Pacific trade.”

COACH MEETINGS CARRY SAFETY IDEAS TO MANY HUNDREDS 


COPAKING safety meetings to the men” has received new 
impetus these busy wartime days. The need for devel- 
oping ways and means of preventing accidents is greater than 
ever with the added incentive to avoid wastage of manpower 
which results from disabling injury. 

The Safety Department, under the direction of A. A. Lowe, 
superintendent of safety, working closely with division super- 
intendents, is assisting in holding safety meetings in coaches 
at various tie-up points in yards and throughout terminals. 

In addition to talks by division officials, either Supt. Lowe, 
Supervisors T. J. Denny or Ralph C. Sayder, give the men 
up-to-date information concerning train accidents or personal 
injuries and display a series of slides to illustrate in a graphic 
manner how the accidents occurred so that all who attend may 
profit by the experience of others. 

In addition to the slides depicting local incidents, the Safety 
Department is now using attractive sound-films produced under 
the direction of the National Safety Council of which SP is 2 


member. These sound films are new and have been developed 
as a part of the national safety effort for reduction of casualties 
in industry at the direction of President Roosevelt, who called 
attention to the urgent need for all industries to cooperate to 
reduce the annual toll of 40,000 killed and 8,000,000 injured. 

Railroads have during the past 25 years made substantial 
progress in reducing frequency of accidents until the present 
level is approximately 40% of what it was in 1918, but the 
remaining toll is far too high; hence the need for keeping alive 
the interest in Accident Prevention. 

Use of the coach makes it possible to take the meetings to 
the men and women where they can see and hear the latest 
regarding this all-important subject and be reminded of the fact 
that “freedom from accident” can well be heralded as a “ffth 
freedom’ which means more to each employe as an individual 
than to any other person or to his employer. Sound films have 
been shown to 3500 employes since May 15 and have been 
pronounced “tops” by all.

United States Coast Guard, on its 153rd birthday, Aug. 4. 
Wherever Uncle Sam’s fighting forces are engaged in this global 
conflict, you'll find an SP'er. And fikewise, the Coast Guard is 
serving on all battlefronts in carrying the fight to the enemy. 
The Coast Guard is justifiably proud of its “firsts”. When 
the United States fought the undeclared war of 1798, the Coast 
Guard was the first to do any fighting.

Aad in peace, too, the service lives up to its motto, “Semper 
Paratus”—"always ready,” with trained men, boats and planes 
to fight heavy seas and terrific gales to reach the scene of 
some major catastrophe or emergency. It was this major peace- 
time function that enables the Coast Guard to carry out its 
wartime assigaments so expertly. Skilled in operating small 
craft in treacherous surf, Coast Guardsmen were ready, when 
called upon, to fand Marines on Guadalcanal; to put troops 
ashore during the North African invasion; to plough through 
the cold and fog of Attu; and to man craft onto the beaches 
of Sicily. Doubtless, too, there were SP’ers aboard the famed 
combat cutters that have had glowing success against enemy 
undersea craft. And on the home front the Coast Guard pro- 
tects coastal areas against landing of enemy agents; guards 
vital waterfront installations against fire and sabotage; and 
reaches out a strong atm of safety on the nation’s waterways.

the list of vital materials being salvaged on the railroad for 
re-use in the manufacture of war products. The patrictic move- 
ment sprung up simultaneously at various points on Pacific 
Lines, but to Bob Dailey, assistant at Los Angeles Commissary, 
belongs much credit for the successful drive conducted among 
chefs and cooks on dining cars operating out of that terminal. 
From 25 to 30 pounds of unusable grease is turned in there 
daily, and an equal amount is made available for salvage pur- 
poses at West Oakiand Commissary, A rich source of waste 
&tease, according to Supervising Chef Otto Reiss, is from the 250 
dozen doughnuts turned out daily at the Oakland Bake Shop. 
SP has completed its drive to make available all scrap copper 
and scrap copper base metals, and has gathered up over and

above the amounts released through normal salvaging opera- 
tions some 7,581 pounds of scrap copper and .25,785 of scrap 
brass. Also, in line with War Production Board policy of con- 
serving essential metals for the war effort, SP now saves 89,010 
pounds of copper per month by using items made of steel and 
tron that were formerly manufactured of brass. Countless items 
now made from substitute materials represent a considerable 
amount in the general overall saving program which for the 
first six months of this year comes to 534,060 pounds, 

As its part in the nation-wide drive to collect scrap Manila 
fiber for American war industry during ensuing months, SP 
will increase salvaging efforts by an intensified campaign for 
gathering in every available inch of scrap Manila rope that 
can be found, reports A. S. McKelligon, genl. storekeeper. 
Every possible bit must be found if war effort is not to suffer.

Six Months’ Operating Reselts 


IOR the six months ended June 30, 

1943, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $291,659,259, or $90,692,- 
651 more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1942; a 45% increase. 

During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $164,476,297, ot 
$38,962,640 more than the expenses for 
the same period of last year; a 31% 
increase. 

Railway tax accruals, including $60,- 
062,511 for Federal taxes, and $7,390,006 
for other taxes, totaled $67,452,517, or 
$38,440,064 more than such accruals for 
the first six months of last year. After 
deducting taxes and $11,492,217 of net 
rentals for use of equipment and joint 
facilities, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $48,238,228, or 
$10,855,561 more than the act railway 
operating income for the same period of 
1942, 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous income, 


must bé paid the interest on -bonds and 
equipment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
five months ended May 31, 1943, the 
final result was a Net Income of .$30,- 
752,619, which compares with a net 
income of $20,002,822 for the same 
period of last year.

PICTURESQUE NOGALES GATEWAY ENJOYS 
PEAK VOLUME OF RAIL TRAFFIC 


WHISTLES of Victory Trains echo 
frequently these war days through 
the quiet little hills and valleys that 
nestle the twin cities of Nogales—gate- 
way to romantic Mexico. 

In recent months, months that have 
seen Time's unhurried steps quickened, 
the railroad yards just a few paces from 
each side of the border have witnessed 
the busiest railroad activity in the history 
of the unique border community. 

From garden spats south of the border 
an unprecedented volume of perishable 
products has poured into the States, 
while in the opposite direction has rolled 
heavy tonnage of equipment and supplies 
to bolster the production strength of war- 
conscious Mexico. 

Even No. 27, gay little switch engine 
known affectionately as “Maria,” did a 
little groaning under the war-burdened 
load. 

Here, at Nogales, Arizona, and No- 
Bales, Sonora, SP’s Pacific Lines end at 
“Taternational St,” and Southern Pacific 
RR of Mexico, or “Sud Pacifico de Mexi- 
co,” takes over. SPdeM extends 1100 
miles down Mexico's West Coast to con- 
nect at Guadalajara, Jalisco, with the 
National Railways of Mexico, providing 
direct service into Mexico City, 

Directing the railroad activity at_the 
busy Nogales gateway is P. E, Baffert, 
popular terminal superintendent at No- 
gales, Sonora, Baffert is a veteran rail- 


"Jimmie" Pensinger, vet- 


roader whose service dates to 1905. 
He started in Tucson with Arizona East- 
ern and SPdeM. He served as secretary 
to the late Col. Epes Randofph, and to 
H. B. Titcomb, both former presidents 
of AE and SPdeM. He came to Nogales 
in 1926 as assistant terminal superin- 
tendent and was promoted to terminal 
superintendent in 1929 and is a promi- 
nent figure in the railroad activity of the 
two neighboring republics. 

E. A. “Eddie” Carrillo, Jr., is passen- 
ger agent at Nogales; Julio Arias is 
the secretary to Baffert as the terminal 
superintendent of SPdeM; D. L. “Jim- 
mic” Pensinger is the ‘general yard- 
master; Arturo Pina is secretary to Baffert 
as terminal supt.; F. R. Apodaca is cus- 
toms dept, clerk and car distributor; 
G. D, Nichols is ticket clerk; W. D. 
Hubbard, loss and damage and livestock 
clerk; W. G. “Bill” Baffert, livestock 
and billing clerk. Carrillo, internation- 
ally known star semi-pro baseball player 
for many years, joined SP at Nogales in 
1913, Pensinger, 47 years a railroader, 
joined SP at Nogales 36 years ago. 

Out of that big and interesting sister 
republic south of the border, SPdeM 
annually transports an important yolume 
of freight from the agricultural, mining, 
lumbering and manufacturing regions 
along the West Coast of Mexico. 

More than 9085 carloads of perish-

ables, mostly winter tomatoes, green peas 
and peppers, crossed the border at No- 
gales by mid-May of the 1942-43 season 
which runs from Dec. 15 to May 15. This 
compares with 6600 cars for 1941-42. 

Too, 90,000 head of cattle were im- 
posted via Nogales. In one month alone 
(April), Nogales handled 22,000 head 
of cattle. The cattle shipping season runs 
from Jan. 1 to May 15. The 90,000 figure 
compares with 60,000 for 1942. 

Also handled were 130 carloads of 
fresh shrimp for the period Nov. 1 to 
May 15, and many carloads of ore, graph- 
ite, garbanzos (chick-peas), bran, con- 
centrates, hemp, beans, shark liver and 
other items, 

Shipments making up the 9085 cars of 
perishables included tomatoes, 7628 cars; 
green peas, 727; peppers, 447; mixed

vegetables, 188; and bananas, 76. The 
winter vegetables and tomatoes are 
shipped all over the U. S. and Canada. 
Peak activity for the perishables was 
reached Apr. 11-20, when an average of 
123 cars a day was handled; but the 
volume of shipments of other items con- 
tinues on the increase. 

Southbound, exports totaled 2283 cars 
in 1942. For the first four months of 
1943, southbound exports totaled 1,462 
cars, consisting principally of ice, trucks, 
road-making machinery, lumber and pe- 
troleum products. The ice shipments 
totaled 1800 cars to Sonora and Sinaloa 
for refrigerating the fresh vegetables 
shipped during the 1942-43 season. 

We're not promoting travel now, 
either in the United States or to Mexico, 
but passenger traffic has continued in 
good volume through Nogales. Since most 
people are not familiar with customs in- 
spection, money exchange and other de- 
tails of border crossing, our representa- 
tives at Nogales are consulted for a good 
many more kinds of information than 
those at railroad points in the United 
States. Baffert’s and Carrillo’s reputa- 
tions for helpfulness in assisting shippers 
and travelers has spread far and wide. 

Nogales, picturesque . . . busy. On 
the Mexican side of the border, the fami- 
liar cross-arm sign reads: “Crucero de 
ferrocarril. Cuidado con los trenes.” On 
the American side it says: “Railroad 
crossing. Look out for the cars.” 

But, however you read it, watch your 
step, for Nogales, like other SP points, is 
bustling with railroad activity. For 
there’s a war to be won and the twin 
cities of Nogales are playing an active 
part in achieving that victory!
